Transmitted  herewith  is  the  1951  Legislative  Budget  which  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Budget  Act,  pursuant  to  Chapter  10,  Revised 
Codes  of  Montana,   1947. 

DEBT  SERVICE:  No  request  has  been  provided  for  debt  service  as  the  law  provides  the  method  of  accumulating  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  for  each 
bond  issue.     All  bonds  and  interest  that  have  come  due  have  been  paid  during  the  post  two  years. 

INVENTORY  OF  PROPERTY:  All  Departments  and  Institutions  are  required  fo  submit,  to  the  State  Purchasing  Department,  inventories  of  physical  values 
and  supplies  under  their  control  as  of  June  30,  each  year.  Since  these  inventories  ore  not  always  forthcoming,  it  is  impossible  to  give  a  full  and  complete 
picture  under  Schedule  "I." 

GENERAL  INFORMATION:  The  general  information  in  the  forepart  of  the  Budget  has  been  compiled  in  order  to  give  a  clear  and  complete  picture 
of  the  transactions  of  each  Department  and  Institution.  In  taking  to  account  the  estimated  revenue  for  the  ensuing  biennium,  we  have  been  guided  by  the 
estimates  as  provided  by  the  different  Departments  and  Institutions.  All  letters  which  hove  accompanied  the  requests  have  been  attached  for  your  conven- 
ience.

BUDGET  LAW 


CHAPTER  10,  REVISED  CODES  OF  MONTANA,  1947 


"An  Act  to  provide  a  Budget  System  for  the  Control  of  all 
Expenditures  of  State  Money." 

Section  79-1001.  This  Act  shall  be  knov/n  and  may  be  cited  as 
the  "Budget  Act." 

Section  79-1002.  Each  Department  of  the  State  Government  and 
all  State  institutions  and  Agencies  requiring  an  annual  appro- 
priation from  the  State  shall  present  a  request  therefor  to  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November 
of  each  year  preceding  a  regular  session  of  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly. 

Section  79-1003.  Such  requests  shall  be  made  by  the  head  of 
such  department,  institution  or  agency,  and  in  the  case  of  the  ju- 
diciary, it  shall  be  made  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Section  79-1004.  All  requests  for  appropriations  shall  be  made 
upon  blank  forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  State  Accountant  upon 
approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners.  The  blank  forms  shall 
be  filled  in  according  to  the  rules  adopted  by  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners.  Upon  receipt  of  the  requests  for  appropriations, 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners  shall  proceed  to  examine  such 
requests  and  reports  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  necessity 
of  the  appropriation  so  requested. 

Section  79-1005.  The  Legislative  Assembly  shall  not  appropriate 
any  money  out  of  the  State  Treasury  except  in  accordance  with 
the  following  provisions: 

(a)  Every  appropriation  bill  shall  be  either  a  "Budget  Bill" 
or  a  "Supplementary  Appropriation  Bill"  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

(b)  Within  ten  days  after  the  convening  of  the  State  Legislative 
Assembly,  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  shall  submit  to  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  to  the  Senate  a  budget  which  shall 
contain  a  statement  showing: 


1.  The  total  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  State  for  the 
preceding  biennial  period  and  the  estimated  revenues  and  ex- 
penditures for  the  succeeding  biennial  period. 

2.  The  current  assets  and  liabilities,  reserves  and  surplus  or 
deficit  of  the  State. 

3.  All  debts  and  the  amount  of  all  moneys  in  the  State 
Treasury  to  the  credit  of  each  fund. 

4.  All  revenues,  expenditures  and  balances  for  the  preceding 
biennial  period  and  the  requests  for  the  succeeding  biennial 
period  showing  the  amounts,  item  by  item. 

(c)  The  budget  shall  be  divided  into  two  parts  and  the  first 
part  shall  be  designated  "Governmental  Appropriations"  and 
shall  embrace  an  itemized  estimate  of  the  appropriations  for 
each  of  the  two  ensuing  fiscal  years; 

1.  For  the  Legislative  Assembly,  showing  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  pay  the  mileage  and  per  diem  of  each  member  and  per 
diem  of  all  officers  and  attaches,  and  the  several  items  for  neces- 
sary incidental  expenses; 

2.  For  the  Executive  Department,  as  provided  by  law; 

3.  For  the  Judiciary  Department,  as  certified  to  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  herein  provided,  and  as  provided  by 
law; 

4.  To  pay  and  discharge  the  principal  and  interest  of  any 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State  of  Montana; 

5.  For  the  salaries  payable  by  the  State  under  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State; 

6.  For  the  establishment  and  maintenance  throughout  the 
State  of  a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  public  schools,  so 
far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary,  in  conformity  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  State; 


BUDGET  LAW— (Continued) 


7.  For  such  other  purposes  as  are  set  forth  in  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  State. 

(d)  The  second  port  of  the  budget  shall  be  designated  "General 
Appropriations"  and  shall  include  all  other  estimates  and  ap- 
propriations. 

(e)  The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  prepare  its  recommenda- 
tion for  the  Budget  Bill  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  The  recommendations  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners 
shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  Budget  Bill  showing  the  amounts  recom- 
mended for  all  proposed  appropriations. 


lotive  Assembly  shall  not  amend  the  proposed  Budget  Bill  so 
as  to  effect  either  the  obligations  of  the  State  or  the  payment 
of  any  salaries  required  to  be  paid  by  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  State. 

Section  79-1007.  The  State  Board  of  Examiners  and  representa- 
tives of  executive  departments,  boards,  offices,  commissions,  and 
institutions  of  the  State,  and  other  State  agencies  expending  or 
applying  for  State  moneys,  shall  have  the  right  and  when  re- 
quested by  either  the  House  of  Representatives  or  the  Senate, 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  appear  and  be  heard  with  respect  to  any 
budget  bill  during  the  consideration  thereof,  and  to  answer  in- 
quiries relative  thereto. 


2.  The  recommendations  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners 
shall  designate  the  fund  or  funds  from  which  each  appropriation 
is  proposed  to  be  made. 

3.  The  recommendations  in  the  proposed  Budget  Bill  may  be 
itemized  in  such  manner  as  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  may 
deem  necessary. 

4.  The  proposed  Budget  Bill  as  hereinabove  provided  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  not  later  than  the 
tenth  day  of  the  Session. 

Section  79-1006.  The  presiding  officers  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  of  the  Senate  shall  promptly  refer  said  budgets 
and  Budget  Bills  to  the  proper  committees.  The  Budget  Bill  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  several  departments  of  the  State  govern- 
ment and  the  several  State  institutions  shall  be  based  upon  the 
budget  and  proposed  Budget  Bill  so  submitted;  and  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  may  amend  the  proposed  Budget  Bill  by  in- 
creasing or  decreasing  the  items  therein,  except  that  the  Legis- 


Section  79-1008.  Neither  the  House  of  Representatives  nor  the 
Senate  shall  consider  any  other  appropriations  until  the  Budget 
Bill  has  been  finally  acted  upon  by  both  houses,  and  no  other 
appropriation  shall  be  valid  unless  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing provisions: 

1.  Every  such  appropriation  bill  shall  be  embodied  in  a  sep- 
arate bill,  limited  to  some  single  work,  object,  or  purpose,  therein 
stated,  and  called  a  supplementary  appropriation  bill; 

2.  No  supplementary  appropriation  bill  shall  become  a  law 
unless  it  is  passed  in  each  house  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  mem- 
bers and  the  ayes  and  nays  recorded  on  its  final  passage. 

Section  79-1009.  1.  If  the  general  appropriation  bill  based  upon 
the  budget  shall  not  have  been  finally  acted  upon  by  both  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  on  or  before  the  30th 
day  of  the  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  then  such  general 
appropriation  bill  shall  be  considered  to  the  exclusion  of  all 
other  bills  until  the  same  shall  have  been  finally  acted  upon  by 
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both  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate; 

2.  The  State  Board  of  Examiners,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
up  the  Budget  Bill,  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty, 
to  require  from  the  proper  State  officials,  including  herein  all 
executive  departments,  all  executive  and  administrative  officers, 
bureaus,  boards,  commissions,  and  agencies  expending  or  super- 
vising the  expenditure  of,  and  all  institutions  applying  for  State 
moneys  and  appropriations,  such  itemized  statements  and  other 
information,  in  such  form  and  at  such  times  as  the  board  shall 
direct; 

3.  Each  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  upon  introducing 
a  supplementary  appropriation  bill,  shall  present  to  the  clerk  an 


extra  copy  of  such  bill,  which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  which  shall,  within  five  days  from  the  receipt 
thereof,  return  the  same  to  the  clerk,  with  recommendations  and 
suggestions  in  connection  with  such  appropriation  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  committee  to  which  the  bill  has  been  referred. 

Section  79-1010.  The  State  Board  of  Examiners  shall  have  printed 
before  the  tenth  day  of  each  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
the  budgets  provided  for  herein,  and  shall  distribute  copies  of 
the  same  to  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  to  all  the 
State  departments,  institutions,  and  agencies,  and  two  copies  to 
the  Library  of  Congress  at  Washington.
